Work relief projects in Gettysburg 
and Adams county, halted on Thurs­ 
day, will be resumed Monday, Dr 
Henry W. A. Hanson, chairman of 
the Adams county emergency un­ 
employment relief committee, an­ 
nounced today, but the rate of pay 
will be 12'{i cents an hour instead 
of 15 cents as in the past. 
In a letter sent to all co-workers 
in the county’s relief organization.

Hanson 
urges 
them 
to 
"carefully examine your list of un­ 
employed workers on the Talbot 
fund and eliminate those who are 
not actually in need of food.” 
Unemployment projects were stop­ 
ped Thursday after members of the 
county 
board 
learned 
that 
the 
county’s allocation of state funds 
for April would total only $8,625. 
This allocation is less than the 
county had been receiving in pre­ 
vious months this winter because 
the Reconstruction Finance corpo­ 
ration at Washington, D. C.. had re­ 
fused further assistance to Penn­ 
sylvania until this state awards ad­ 
ditional funds for unemployment 
relief work. 
1200 Unemployed 
Approximately 1,200 unemployed 
men were thrown out of work on 
public projects by the board's or­ 
der on Thursday. By reducing the 
number 
of 
unemployed 
on 
the 
county lists, the board hopes to 
make the April allocation serve un­ 
til the last of the month. 
Under the new rate of pay. the 
unemployed 
workers 
will 
receive 
$1.25 for a ten-hour day Instead of 
$1.50 as in the past. The money is 
paid In grocery orders issued at va­ 
rious centers throughout the county.

“The state emergency relief board 
of Adams county has been informed 
that the appropriation made by the 
state for the work of Adams county 
during A nil makes certain changes 
unavoidable. 
"The Adams county board has 
been most solicitous at all times to 
secure the most favorable terms 
l>ossiWle for the unemployed of our 
county. No county lias provided 
more substantially for the unem­ 
ployed than our own.
